Many years ago there were minor allegations because of 
contributions made to the Board through former Assistant to the Director 
Louis B. Nichols from Louis Rosenteil, Chairman of Schenley Industries 
(deceased), and Roy Cohn (deceased), who at the time was President of the 
now defunct American Jewish Committee against Communism.; The allegations 
were made by individuals unfriendly to the FBI . : They were not widespread.; 
Both contributions have long ago been used for worthy causes. There have 
been no allegations since that time. Our books are carefully audited each 
year. 


We have, given out over one million six hundred thousand dollars over 
the. years to the above, mentioned causes.-. We intend to step up the awarding 
of scholarships.. We are. very careful as to the receipt of donations to the 
Foundation. 


Subject to your approval, we plan to schedule a breakfast Friday 
morning, May 1, 1992, at which time we would be most grateful if you could 
attend and talk to our group.
